We have no idea as to how many 
of our readers own or even ride in 
boats, but we suspect that it is a 
greater number than most would re­ 
alize. 
We say this because 
the 
state-wide use of boats is showing 
a tremendous growth. 
Nearly a quarter of a million 
pleasure boats were registered in 
Texas this year. And with this num­ 
ber of boats also comes a number 
of problems. 
Texas now ranks second in the 
nation in the number of fatalities 
that occur as the result of boating 
accidents. 
Only California has a 
worse record. 
Last year alone there were 204 
boating accidents in which 99 per­ 
sons were killed. 
Through May of this year there 
were already 88 boating accidents 
in which 27 persons lost their lives. 
The Texas Safety Association 
has come up with a set of basic 
rules that if followed would make for 
a safer and more pleasurable boat­ 
ing season. But all of these rules 
can be summed up in three words 
’’Always be careful. ” 
1. Always provide required life 
saving equipment for boats. 
Under 
state law there must be an approved 
flotation device for every person a- 
board. 
2. Be prepared to fight fires. 
State law also requires each powered 
boat to be equipped with a fire ex­ 
tinguisher. 
3. Take no chances with rough 
weather. 
Respect wind and storm 
warnings. The best policy is to stay 
ashore if bad weather 
threatens. 
If caught out in rough weather, don 
life saving devices, head for the 
nearest sheltered shore, and above 
all keep calm. 
4. Always observe the capacity 
rating of the boat. Overloading cre­ 
ates a greater danger of capsizing. 
5. When waterskiing, condider- 
ation for others is a must. 
Don’t 
speed past anchored or docked boats. 
While towing a skier there must be 
atleast two responsible people in the 
boat, a pilot and an observer who can 
watch the skier. Never water ski at 
dusk or after dark. 
6. If your boat capsizes or is 
swamped, stay with the craft. Help 
is usually not long in coming. 
7. Keep boats clean at all times. 
Oil soaked rags and waste should not 
be kept on board, as they increase 
the dangers of fires. 
8. Always stay seated in small 
boats. Persons standing in small 
boats change the center of gravity 
and reduce stability. 
9. Know the distress signals. 
By day, in a small boat, signal dis­ 
tress by slowly raising and lowering 
outstreched arms. On larger craft, 
give four blasts on the horn, fly the 
National Ensign upside down, or use 
smoke. By night, flashlights, flares, 
rockets, or controlled fire should be 
used to signal problems. 
10. If you are involved in a col­ 
lision, or are nearby when a colli­ 
sion occurs, standby and render as­ 
sistance.

Editor’s note: The Neinda 
Philosopher on his 
Johnson 
grass farm on 
Route One 
takes another 
look at the 
problems of big cities this 
week. 
Dear editar: 
According to an article I 
read 
in a newspaper last 
night which I’d pulled off the 
side of my tractor earlier in 
the day after it was blown 
there 
by a 
warm summer 
breeze — I’ve always said if 
you leave a tractor standing 
in one spot Long enough it’ll 
pay off, how many newspa­ 
pers have you seen a moving 
tractor catch? — the mayors 
of most of the big cities of 
the nation met in a conven­ 
tion the other day and near­ 
ly every one of them report­ 
ed the same thing: 
they’re 
out of money. 
“The cities are simply out 
of cash,” they said, “and if 
we don’t get help 
we face 
bankruptcy.” 
The answer, they said, was 
for Washington to spend less 
on the military, big highways 
and farm subsidies and give 


the difference to the cities. 
Since Washington knows all 
cities want military protec­ 
tion, that every one of them 
wants more highways lead­ 
ing into them, and that farm 
subsidies are being out any­ 
way, the answer may not lie 
with Washington. The mayors, 
in fact, are behind the times. 
They do not see the trend of 
civilization. 
I’ll explain. When the first 
glimmering upsurge of civi­ 
lization in this country be­ 
gan, a man in trouble had to 
look mostly to himself. Then 
as more people moved in he 
could 
look to his neighbor, 
then to the court house, then 
to the state capitol, and fin­ 
ally to Washington. 
Now everybody is looking 
to 
Washington 
so 
much 
Washington has to look the 
other way. 
But which way? Obviously 
what 
Washington needs is 
some place definite to look 
itself, 
and right 
there 
is 
where I have a solution to 
offer. 
What everybody needs is a 


world capitol where we all 
can look when we’re out of 
money. The mayors ought to 
realize that when their citi­ 
zens turn to them and they 
turn to Washington, Wash­ 
ington’s got to have some place 
to turn also. 


I don't know where to put 
this world capitol, probably 
on some island 
as we sure 
don’t want it around here. 
Not in Hamlin. 
How would 
you feel if all the big city 
mayors threw up their hands 
and said the job was too big 
for them and Washington has 
got to help, and Washington 
in turn threw up its hands and 
said it was too big for it and 
it guessed it would have to 
look to Hamlin?

AUSTIN — A massive em­ 
igration from the state capi­ 
tol followed by a major over­ 
haul and interior remoaeling 
of the historic building, is 
about to get underway.

space.

AUSTIN — Texas public 
school teachers — those on 
the 
state minimum salary 
schedule — will receive pay 
raises averaging about $1,050 
per year in 1970-71. 
Students will go to school 
—and teachers will teach — 
an extra five days (180 days 
instead of 175). In addition, 
teachers will be on duty for 
IO more days of non-teaching 
work during the year, and will 
be paid on a 10-month basis, 
instead of nine. 
These changes in the school 
year and the basis for figur­ 
ing teacher pay result from 
amendments to the minimum 
foundation program law passed 
in 1969 by the Legislature. 
Under the minimum pro­ 
gram, a beginning bachelor’s 
degree teacher in 1969-70 was 
paid $593 per month for nine 
months, or $5,337 for the year. 
In 1970-71, 
a beginning 
bachelor’s degree teacher will 
receive $600 per month for 
IO months, or $6,000 for the 
year. 
Many Texas school systems 
pay their teachers more than 
the state-required minimum 
salaries. 
Texas was 
ranked 38th 
among 
states 
in 
average 
teacher pay in 1969-70. 
The 
1970 raises and a long-range 
improvement 
plan 
are 
ex­ 
pected to move Texas up to 
a 
more 
favorable 
position 
among states 
in the years 
ahead. 
Tile new law puts into ef­ 
fect in 1971-72 a continuing 
compensation plan which will 
give Texas teachers an ad­ 
ditional 
five percent raise 
each year and cost-of-living 
raises in 1974 and 1978. It 


will allow all Texas teachers 
to reach the top of the pay 
schedule — $11,040 for bache­ 
lor’s degree, and $12,040 for 
master’s degree teachers — 
within IO years of service. 
The new law has left many 
people — teachers as well as 
school patrons — with ques­ 
tions about its work and pay 
aspects. 
The State Board of Edu­ 
cation has attempted to an­ 
swer such questions by draft­ 
ing an official definition of 
the 180-day school term and 
service 
requirements 
f o r 
teachers in 1970-71 and future 
years. 
Basically, the state board 
says that beginning on Sep­ 
tember I, 1970: 
— Texas public schools will 
have 180 days of actual class­ 
room

— In addition to the 180 
days of classroom instruction 
teachers and other personnel 
previously authorized for less 
than IO months under the 
foundation program shall be 
required to be on duty for an 
additional IO days, making 
a total of 190 days, exclusive 
of holidays approved by the 
local board of trustees. 
— School districts may em­ 
ploy teachers for more than 


the specified 190 days, but if 
they do their salaries for work 
beyond the 190 days must be 
paid wholly from local funds 
rather than foundation pro­ 
gram funds.
